Frankfort, Ky., Dec. lO— The 

monthly installment of state 
school funds payable to the coun- 
ties will ga to the schools tomor- 
row in the form of treasurer's 
checks instead of warrants bear- 
ing 5 per cent interest as was the 
case in November, it was announ- 
ced at the office of State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Col- 
vin today. Receipt of taxes "from 
sheriffs of the vairious counties 
has replenished the treasury it 
was stated. 

Kentucky assists the schools by 
payment of approximately $650.- 
000 monthly. The aid fimd is paid 
in six equal monthly installments 
and aggregates $6.10 for esch 
cliild of school age in the variou - 
districts. The minimum school 
term under the Kentucky law is 
six months. 

This year, according to J. F. 
Taylor, assistant to State Super- 
intendent Colvin. the counties are 
paying a much larger -proj orlii >n 
of the salaries of teacb.ers tb.:in 
ever before Prior to this time, 
he said, virtually all of the salar- 
ies of the teachers in the country 
schools came from the state. This 
year the average increase in pay 
was about 50 per cent, except in 
the cities, and all of this is paid 
by special taxation in the districts.

VENTILATION OF HEN HOUSE 



For Success With Poultry There Must 
Be an Abundance of Frcah' Air 
Without Draft*. 

Poultry raisers have come to real- 
ize that the ventilation of the poultry 
bouse is a very important matter. 
There must be an abnndance of fresb 
air without extreme heat or colrt, and 
withnut dampness and draft. Proper 
conditions cannot be had with the 
makeshift, wrongly used ventilators 
frequently employed. 

One method, which has proved snc- 
cesslul is to use the straw air strain- 
t r. A second celling ts hiiilt ahoiit 
six inches below the . regular ceiling, 
in the form of a latticed framework. 
A trapdoor in the center of this makes 
it possible to change the straw v.lfich 
Is r)acked between the lattice and the 
original ceiling. Vents, or wide, low

Musiin Ventilators Can Be Used in 
the Poultry IHouse to Secure Abun- 
dance of Air Without Either Drafts 
or Extremes of Temperature. 

openings, must be cut in the side of 
the house as close under the eaves as 
possible. The air, entering at these 
vents, filters through the straw, and 

thtis Into the poultry Tiouse. No 
drafts are possil)lc, and Hie tenipera- 
tnre is kept very nearly constant. Tlie 
straw also absorbs a greac deal of 
moisture. 

Another niethnd. in rather Wide use, 
Is to cover an ordinary window frame 
with musUo, Instead of using glass?. 
An Improvement on this type of ven- 
tilator is shown at the right of the 
dniwintr. A llirli*- wooden fraino cov- 
ered witli muslin is hung from a wire, 
which serves as a track. The frame 
can thus be moved sideways over or 
away from the window opening. Screw 
eyes on the frame allow it to slide 
easily over the \yire. The wire itself 
may be fastened either to screw eyes 
or. xiveai blocks at either end. To the 
left is shown a similar frame^' 'mov- 
ing up and down. In this case it will 
be necessary to arrange some means 
of liolding the frame at the height de- 
sired. Either the pegs that fit Into 
holes in the wall, or a hook fitting Into 
screw eyes, pin red at various heights 
in the wall, may be used for this pur- 
pose. 

The advantage of the air strainers 
over muslin-covered frames Is that the 

latter have to be adjtisted accurately 
to tl»«. ws^ather, while the air strainer 
requires no attention whatever. — J. T. 
Bartlett, Fort Collins, Colo., in Popular
